"Spiced Apples. Wash, peel, quarter and care 

the apples ard then chop them fine. Make a 
syrup by bailing together for fifteen minutes two 

quarts of water and two and a half quarts of sugar. Add the rind and pulp of 
two cranges, two pounds of seeded raisins chopped fine, two teaspoanfuls of 
cinnamen, and one and a half teaspcanfuls of ground cloves. While this mixture 
is beiling, add three quarts of the chopped apples. Continue the boiling fifteen 
minutes lonser and while still boiling fill into BALL jars and seal.” 


"Sweet Green Tomato Pickles Mix together one peck of green sliced 
tomatoes, six large sliced onions, and one teacupful of salt. Let the mixture 
stand overnight, and in the morning drain off the liquid. Beil the mixture for 
five minutes in two quarts of water and one quart of vinegar. Drain it again. 
Eail fer fifteen minutes four quarts of vinegar, a quart of brown sugar, half a 
pound ef ercund mustard, a tablespoonful of cloves, two tablespeonfuls of 
cinramen, two tablespoonfuls of ginger. Put the drained tomatces and onions in 
BALL ‘rs, pour over them the boiling liquid and seal the jars at once.” 


"Dandelion Wine. Use only fresh blessoms and carefully remove all stems, as 
otherwise the wine will be extremely bitter. To every quart of blossoms, well 
packed but not crushed, add two sliced lemons, two sliced oranges, and a quart 
of boiling water. Allow this mixture to stand for twenty-four hours; then drain 
aif all the juice. For every quart of juice obtained add a cupful of granulated 
Sugar. Pour the sweetened juice into BALL Jars and stand them in granite 
pars or similar receptacles, Allow the jars to stand until all fermentation 
ceases. Each morning it will be found that fermentation has caused thejars to 
Tun over, but that the liquid dees not stand at the top. With the contents of oe 
jar fill the others level full each morning. After all fermentation ceases empty 
the wine out, wash the jars in hot water, put the rubbers in place, refill the 
jars to overflowing, and seal them. This makes a very mild wine.”

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History of Roclz Point Cemetery 


(The following appeared in the Gol7 Hill Nugzet, May 18, 
1977, written by Alice Tipten) 

"Many members of the comenity are not aware of the 
existence of the Reck Point Cemetery, located between Sardine 
Creek and the Rock Point Bridge. This is an historic cemetery 
over one hundred years old but very much in use today with 
lots selling at a nominal fee to area residents. 

The original Jand, containing 26 acres, was donated for 
cemetery use in 1874 by John B. White, with Ben Haymond, 
J. L. White and Fredrick Birdseye named as trustees. In 
18SS the IOOF purchased the ncrtheast portion for the sum of 
$50.00 and it is in the same ownership teday. 

The original trustees passed away without naming 
successors and after years of neglect, in 155, Jackson County 
appointed Charles White, William Wright and Nora Wait to 
serve as trustees. Volunteer help fer maintenance was 
sporadic and fell mostly in the trustees. In 1964 a proposal 
was made to the Jackson County Court to form a cemetery 
district, maintenance to be supplied by tax assessment in four 
Gold Hill area precincts. 665 people petitioned against the 

proposal and in 1565 a non-profit corporation was formed with 
an Oregon State Charter. Membership is included with the 
purchase of a burial Iot. Five members serve on the Board of 
Directors. The 
present directors are

More on the Rock Paint Cemetery 
(By Ruby Quakenbush, (icld Hill, Oregen - 1S56) 

“In the latter part of the 1Sth century as the West was 
developing, a problem of the civilized settlers was to previde a 
respectable and commen burial ground for their loved cnes. This 
condition existed alms the Rogue River in the vicinity of Reck 
Point, a settlement af some of the earliest settlers of the 
River Valley. 

"One cf these early settlers by the name of J. B. White af 


cove 


"eck Point who had received a donation land grant in 1864 


from the Government, recognized this need and in 1874 deeded 
twenty-six and a fraction acres of land to the public for 
cemetery purposes. This property was placed under the 
supervision cf three trustees kmown as Eenfamin Haymend, 
Fred Birdseye and J. L. White. These trustees were to appoint 
successes in case cf death o> resignation When these 
appointed trustees passed on without naming successars the 
cemetery was left to the public in general, resulting in 2 more 
a less forgotten purpese and a very unsightly place due to lack 
of interest. 

“In 18S8 a part of this property was sold to the LOOT. 
Lodge No. 129 of Geld Hill by the trustees for the sum of Fifty 
Dellars. This lodge maintained and developed their part of the 
property, making the cd cemetery even more unsightly by 
camparison. 

“In 1955 the 
project of cleaning 
up and 
old cemetery was 
brought to the attention of the Gold Hill Grange by its Lecturer, 
Mrs. Icie Walker, and the Grange adopted this as a community 
project with full anthorization to Mrs. Walker to proceed with 


"Mrs, Walker, with the aid of assistants, was able to uncover 
and locate the original deed given to the cemetery property by 
Mr. White. Many efforts had been made in the past by various 
organizations as well as the Jackson County Court, to locate 
this legal paper. The deed was finally found among old papers 
in the possession af a local resident, descendant of the original 
trustee, Benjamin Haymond. This deed told book and volume

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number where it had been 
tecerded at the Jackson County 
Court House. With the help of 
tke Court Hsuse employees the 
cld records were searched and 
the recorded deed was found. A 
copy of the deed was made by 
Ms. Walker for future use. 

"Amonz the old papers found 
with the deed in our neichbar’s 
home were ald land grants 
signed by Abraham Lincoln and 
other Presidents of that time. 
The histery of these ald papers 
uncovered the fact that 
Benjamin Haymond owned 
cne of the two vaults in < 
this country at that 
time. The other vanlt 
was located in Jacksonville. 

It was the practice of the early 
settlers to place important papers 
in the vault of Mr. Haymond for 
Safe-keepmg. Many of these 
Papers were not reclaimed. 

"The cemetery deed with 
information which had been 
gathered was placed before the 
Jackson County Court by the 
Project committee for advisement. 
The Court referred the committee 
to the District Attorney. At the 
advisement of the District 
Attorney a petition was 
circulated by Mrs. Walker 
among the old-time residents 
who have relatives and friends 
interred in the ld cemetery, 
giving the County Court authority 
to name three new trustees to 


ne pane 


take np the welfare of the cemetery in accordance 
with the bequest of Mr. White in the deed. This 
circulaticn of the petition tock many days and much 
effort to complete. Residents living on Evans Creek, 
Savage Creek, Birdseye Creek, Foots Creek, Sardine 
Creek, Galls Creek, and in Sams Valley were 
ecntacted; in fact, all of the territary in this 
vicinity was covered, and all residents proved very 
helpful, as many descendants of the old pioneer 
famlies are still ving here. The people contacted 
were glad to sign the petition and give what 
information they knew concerning these buried in 
the cemetery, and all were glad that interest had 
been taken to readjust and clean up the 
property which has been 

: neglected so lm. Relatives 
and descendants of these ald 
pioneers can be found in mest all 
parts of the United States, for the 
"pioneers came here from all parts of 
the country. Many of them fonght Indians to give 
us the land and valley which we enjy today. For 
instance, the old log cabin om Highway 99 near 
Birdseye Creek was the boyhood home of Fred 
Birdseye, one of the original. trustees named by Mr. 


me A 


White in his deed to the cemetery property. The ald 


house has been well preserved and a monument has 
Birdseye Fort which was built near the lor house 
and was used by settlers for protectin during the 
uprising of the Rogue River Indians 1851-1856. 

“L. J. White was born in Livingston County, New 
York, came to Oregon in 1858 and to Jackson 
County in 1859. He was married in 1844 and died 
at Rock Point in 1877 and was buried at Rock 
Point. Mr. White built the Rock Paint Hotel which 
was also used as a stage stop during early times. 
This old building still stands (at the site of the 
former Del Rio Orchard) and is being used as a 
home by the present owners.

"Before the death of Fred Birdseye 
he appointed Gecrge W. Lance, Sr. as 
trustee. Mr. Lance lived on Focts 
Creek. He was born in Tennessee in 
1822, came to Oregon and Jackson 
County in 1870. He died and was 
baried in the Reck Point Cemetery 
without naming a successor as 
trustee, and from this came the 
confusion which is being corrected by 
this project. It micht be mentioned 
that Mr. Lance was the grandfather of 
Floyd Lance who lived in Gold Hill 

"The petition with forty-eight names 
attached was presented to the County 
Court and resulted in the naming of 
three new trustees, W. L. Wright and 
Mrs. Nora Wait of Sardine Creel, and 
Charles E. White of Rogue River. 

Two of these trustees are Grange 
members. 

"To acquaint people with the project, 
a cleanup 
day was 
held and 
many ! 
Grange members 
as well as other interested residents 
participated. A Thanksgiving Dance 
given November 23, 1955, was well 
attended and proceeds went to the 
cemetery fund The first meeting of 
the new trustees was held at the 
home of Mrs. Walker in November 
1955. Mrs. Wait was elected 
treasurer; Charles White, Secretary; 
and Mr. Wright, Chairman of the 
Trustees. Mrs. Walker was appointed 
Chairman of the Improvement 
Committee. A fund of $217.50 was 
given to Mrs. Wait, Secretary, on

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February 3, 1956. This was the proceeds from the 
November dance and cther donations which had been 
@ given to help get the pro ject started. Several cleanup 
days followed and many hours of labor were donated by 
both Grange members and others interested On these 
cleanup days coffce and sandwiches were served and 
many workers spent the day clearing brush and 
burning trash. A great improvement began to te 
neticeable in a shert time. 
"During this peried cf reorganizaticn and cleaning up, 
many graves have been remarked, identified and named.

"The big undertaking now befere the committee is te get a stfficent 
water supply into the cemetery fer preper care.
